Jefferson’s Real Bip Van Winkle Snooze—An 
Animated Tomb—A Clever Hoax on 
the Public.

When Charles Webb was starring it 
at the old Chatham Theatre he became 
acquainted with a fish dealer named 
Thomas Shapleign, who had in his boy- 
ish days belonged to a juvenile dramatic 
company, and felt very much inclined 
to tread the boards again, if a chance 
offered.

The first act went 
off smoothl enough; but in the second, 
when on ‘‘Polonius’’ asking, Do you 
know me my lord?“ ‘‘Hamlet’’ replies, 
Excellent well; you are a fishmonger“ 
Mrs. Shapleigh, sitting in a front 
box, exclaimed; Well, it ain't very 
ect of you, Mr. Webb, after Tom 
ad been so good to you, to go showing 
him up that way; Id have you know 
that a fishmonger, as you call him, is 
as good as an actor any day!“ When 
she ceased, a wongering silence fell up- 
on the audience; and Shapleigh, giving 
his wife an assuring nog, said: It's 
all right, Bessie, it’s so in the book. 
And then understanding matters, the 

audience vociferously applauded. 
It is not always so in the book.“ 
It was not Shakespeares Romeo“ 
that electrified a western audience with

The audience grew impa- 
tient and the prompter uneasy. He 
supposed the great actor knew what he 
was about; but this was carrying the 
realistic business a little too far. At 
length the gallery grew uproarious, and

business. At this point Jefferson 
snored audibly. Opening a small trap 
beneath the stage, the prompter prod- 
ed Rip from below, only to see the 
sleepy comedian fumble in his pocket 
for an imagiuary railway ticket, and 
hear him mutter: ‘‘Going clear through 
conductor?’’ This was too much for the 

rompter. He went at Rip“ with a 
ig pin, and with a loud shriek, that 
worthy sat up wide awake to the ‘situa- 
tion. 
AN OCCUPIED TOMB. 


An actor of no great account except 
in his own estimation found his way 
upon the stage just after the first morn- 
ing rehearsal of a pantomime, the first 
scene of which had been set again ready 
for the evening performance. Heavy 
with over-imbibing of beer, he tumbled 
into a, friendly bunk, as he supposed, 
and was soon fast asleep. Night came. 
The curtain rose upon a tomb, to which, 
after a little while, the pantomime hero 
advanced for the purpose of breathing 
out his life. As he threw himself upon 
the tomb it changed to a downey couch 
and then he found himself struggling 
with a big man. The two rolled toward 
the footlights kicking their hardest; 
but, stopping in time, they disentangled 
themselves, and the half-sobered in- 
truder upon the scene, quoting from 
Shakspeare at the top, ‘‘Give me an- 
other horse! Bind up my wounds! 
Have mercy, heavens!”’ brought down 
the house as he had never done before, 
or was likely to do again. 

„A ROW AT THE LYCEUM.”’ 

At the beginning of his theatrical ca- 
reer W. J. Florence, the popular come- 
dian, played ‘‘general utility’’ at the 
Lyceum Theater, New York, then un- 


der the management of John Brougham. ' 


Among the new pieces produced by that 
gentleman was one that created no a7 
tle sensation at its first appe earance. 

was called A Row at the Lyceum The. 
ater; or, Greenroom Secrets.’’ Each 
member of the company appeared upon 
the stage as himself or herself, wearing 
every-day costumes; and the scene was 
the greenroom of the theater. The per- 
formance was exceedingly realistic, and 
went off capitally until the entrance of 
Mrs. Buggins, a debutante, who, as pre- 
viously arranged, after looking over the 
part allotted to her, objected to the 
‘‘business,’’ and insisted upon having 
something more tragic. While she was 
making matters disagreeable on the 
stage, a stout, middle-aged man,dressed 
in a Quaker garb, rose in the center of 
the stalls and exclaimed, That woman 
looks for all the world like Clementina! 
Her voice is very like; the form is the 
same!“ After a pause he added, It is 
my wife!“ and rushed towards the foot- 


lights shouting, ‘Come off the stage, | 


you miserable woman!“ The audience, 
—at-firstamused, grew angry, and cries

Up in 
er, visible to all, was a red- 
shirted fireman, who loudly threatened 
he would give Old Broadbrim' a 
sound thrashing if he attempted to lay 
a hand on the young woman, and was 
presently seen rushing down stairs to 
carry his threat into execution. The 
house was in an uproar; ladies tried to 
escape from the theater, while gentle- 
men vainly endeavored to restore order. 
At last the irate husband clambered 
over the orchestra, the fireman close 
behind him, to be seized by a couple of 
police officers and dragged upon the 
stage, when they were made to face the 
house; and immediately the regulation 
semi-circle was formed, the rhymed 
„tag! spoken, and the curtain dropped 
almost before the bewildered audience 
had tithe to recognize in the indignant 
husband Mr. Brougham himself, in the 
red-shirted defender of the young 
woman, W. J. Florence, and to recog- 
nize the fact that the whole scene had 
been previously rehearsed, and that 
they had been very — . hoaxed.

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


The rapid spread of the tenets of 
eivil service reform in this country is 
a matter of much marvel to strangers 
and great credit to our people. It indi- 
cates a true spirit of progression and is 
a standing tribute to the permanency 
and stability of American institutions. 
Scarcely four years ago the so-called 

service reformer was hailed as 
little less than a crank. To-day all 
shades of every party recognize the im- 
portance of a true civil service system, 
and heartily pledge,in their multifarious 
platforms, a cordial support to every 
measure that will tend to create such a 
system. The widespread belief of a 
few years ago that the victorious army 
merits the rewards of pillage has faded 
away like the mists of the morning, and 


the whole country, apparently, is now 


thoroughly imbued with the belief that 
the administration of the various de- 
partments of the Government should be 
conducted according to correct civil ser 
vice ideas. While both wings of the 
Republican party are committed to civil 
service reform, now that an alleged 
stalwart President has-given it his ar- 
dent sanction, and while all other polit- 
ical parties recognize its worth, still 
there is the greatest diversity of opinion 
as to the proper system that should be 
introduced into our Government. It is 
evident that there is great room for dis- 
cussion on this point, and that pending 
such discussion the spoils system may 
reassert itself with greater power than 
eyer, yet that there is room for a per- 
fect and unobjectionable system under 
our form of government no one will 
pretend to deny. The foundation for 
every existing system of Civil Service, 
except our own, if it may be called a 
system at all, is the fitness of applicants 
for official positions and the tenure of 
office. The Engiish system, which is 
recognized as the best in existence, 
makes the governmental service a le- 
gitimate employment, entirely distinct 
from politics. Necessarily the tenure 
of office does not depend on the contin- 
uance in power of any political party. 
An English place-man may continue in 
the service of the Government as long 
as he desires, no matter what changes 
may take place in the Government. 
The natural result of this condition of 
affairs is to cause young men to enter 
official positions, as they would any 
other business, with the intention and 
expectation of making it a permanent 
employment. The young man who 
goes into the English service is not 
only assured of a life place, but has 
glso the prospect of being gradually 
advanced as vacancies occur and he 
merits the reward. Not only can he 
reach the highest pinacle of official dis- 
tinction, but he can always labor hap- 
pily on with the cheering knowledge 
that should old age overtake him in the 
vineyard he is certain to be retired on 
a generous pension. Those who have 
given the civil service subject attention 
and study, and no less a person than 
President Arthur, affirm that the 
English system could never be 
introduced into our Government. 
This opinion is essentially the idea of 
the great masé of politicians and ex- 
pectant official place holders. To the 
mind of thé average American citizen, 
the man who never wants an office, 
there are strong suspicions that the 


English system would be fully equal to 
the necessities of our service. He does 
not consider it in the light of the out- 
growth of different institutions, and 
therefore inapplicable to our free and 
liberal service, but he simply looks at 
it as a plain business proposition. The 
civil service of the English pattern is 
a success. If the plan suits the admin- 
istration of the departments of the 
English Government, then why will it 
not apply to America? To us the busi- 
ness view of the matter looks reason- 
able, to say the least. But theory is 


certainly not practice. As no system 
has as yet been tried in our Govern- 


ment, a correct opinion cannot be form- 
ed until some experiments are made.

THE BAY’S BUDGET. 


The Plans of the Southern Paci tic— 
Other Frisco News. 


San Francisco, Dec. 9.—The Chronicle 
publishes an interview with the President 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad, who 
states that the road expects to carry in the 
near future a large part of the wheat of 
this State destined for Europe. He said 
the road would probably be in a condition 
to carry one-third of next year’s crop. If 
there is not sufficient ocean transportation 
obtainable at New Orleans the company 
will put on steamers. Under this new ar- 
rangement they expect to save the farmers 
of this State at least three dollars per ton 
on freight. The new route will particu- 
larly encourage the shipment of flour. 
They expect to bring in a great number of 
immigrants. If they can’t get them at 
such rates as they would like, they will 
take them at such rates as can be obtain- 
ed. The tendency will be to lower fares 
and freights. The new road will have no 
appreciable effect on the business of the 
Central Pacific, but will open up a new 
country and business for itself. 

THE CHOSEN FRIENDS. 

The convention of the subordinate 
lodges of Chosen Friends of this jurisdic- 
tion, at a meeting yesterday afternoon 
and last night, declared itself indepen- 
dent of the supreme Council of the United 
States and the grand council of the State 
of California. It rejected the proposition 
to insert the word white“ in a clause re- 
ferring to the qualification of members, 
and adopted measures for a new organ- 
ization. 

CIVIL SERVICE REFORMERS.
